The Mistake Men Make. 


We have often wondered why it is' 


that men so persistently engage iti pur- 
suits for which they have no litness. An 
inscruUiblo Providence seems to have' 
implanted iu the minds of mruiv men an 
insatiable desiro to bo forever doing 
precisely tho thing- that they cannot dcx 
The common-sense rule in liio would 
seem to be for every man lo find oat, it' 
possible, wh.it lie can do best, and then 
do it with his might. 
.But how many 


nmn seem to proceed on the rule o'f 
iinding out what they can do worst, 
nnd then refusing to do anything but 
that. 
Wo are all of us not quite "ads- 


lied to be what we are, and more ot1 less 
anxious to be what wo are not and nev- 
er can be. 


Half the unhappineas of life, half tho 


failures that men make, are traceable to 
this cause. 
Sometimes the foible is 


simply laughable. 
When a little man 


swells about with tho air of a giant; 
when a youth with a his'h, squeaky 
voice persists iu singing bass; when a 
smooth-faced man 
will wear a 
full 


beard—wo smile at the result, anil no 
harm is done. 
Somebody has made 


himself ridiculous, but he Is happy hi 
doing it, and nobody else is made mis- 
erable. 
But here is a man with excel- 


lent gifts for making a good blacksmith, 
but ho will bo nothing but a lawver; 
there is another with the making of a 
lirst-class farmer in him, ami he will be 
only a preacher; stiil a third, whose 
ideas never soared above the dullest of 
prose, fancies he is born to be a poet, 
and inflicts his verses on a long-sufi'er- 
iiig world whenever he can iind any- 
body to print them. 


If perversity of this kind made only 


the victim himself uuhappv, it might bo 
borne more patiently. 
But not only do 


his family and relatives share the mis- 
fortunes that inevitably pursue through 
life the man who insists on doing what 
lie cannot do; upon all who know him 
falls a part of the burden, also. 
Tho 


man of this typo is always, in his own 
opinion, an ill-appreciated man of gen- 
ius, 
an unlucky dog who has deserved 


far better things of Fortune than tho 
tickle dame has, bestowed on him; and 
hi.s friends have to hear plaints of this 
kind ait nauseam. Happy, indeed, they 
may reckon themselves if only their 
ears are besieged, and their purses are 
not laid under contribution bv these 
ne'er-do-wells. 


_ Tlie cure for tho evil is not easy to 
find. 
Tho chronic case is probably 


hopeless, and beyond the reach of any 
remedies known to man. When caught 
young, this kind of man may be turned 
into a descent and respectable citizen. 
The origin of his troubles is often inju- 
dicious praise administered by some 
well-meaning person. If some candid 
and wise friend would say to the bud- 
ding young poet: "See here, young 
man; _ you can never rise above niodioe- 
rity in verse, and iiad best content 
yourself with plain prose," it might bo 


The first step is to Vjc certain (hat tho 


colonies arc all strong in numbers; if 
they are not, it is better to unite tlie 
weaker until all are strong. Next, tlio 
amount and character of the stores for 
winter should be looked after. A strong 
colony of bees, wintered out-of-doors, 
seldom consumes more than twenty- 
five pounds of honey, but, to be 011 the 
safe side, it is better to allow it thirty 
pounds. 
It is better that the honey be 


early gathered, well ripened, and nice- 
ly sealed over. 
Some apiarists think 


that an excess of pollen in the combs 
sometimes leads to dysentery or bea 
cholera, hence it will be just 
HS well, 


and perhaps better, in preparing bees 
for winter, to leave out those combs 
that contain the most pollen. 
If from 


any cruise it is suspected that thejionev 
is not suitable for winter stores, then It 
should be oxtraeted and tho bees fed 
coifce A sugar made into a sirup by 
pouring a gallon of boiling water upon 
twenty pounds of sugar. 
This amount 


of sugar ought to be sufficient to carry 
a colouj'of 
bees through the winter. 


The feeding ought to be done oarlv 
enough for the bees to get it scaled ove'r 
before cold weather sots in. 


One or two holes should be made 


through each comb, near the top, thus 
affording the boos a passage-way from 
comb to comb in cold weather. 


Bees wintered out-of-doors ought to 


have some protection. 
A very good 


plan is as follows: 
First, make a. 


sort of box or small pen around tho 
hive by driving down stakes and nail- 
ing boards lo them. 
The space be- 


tween tho hives and boards, which 
should bo about one foot, should be 
filled with dry chafi.' or saw-dust, piling 
it on top of the hive also, and then tlie 
whole should be covered with a roof of 
boards. 
Before putting in Ihcchall'or 


saw-dust 
a passage-way 
of 
boards 


should be made from tho entrance of 
the hive to tiio outside of tho inclosure, 
thus enabling tho bees to Jly out when- 
ever the weather is such that they can. 
In very cold weather, 
this passage 


might be filled with straw. 


But in our Northern climate there is, 


perhaps, no better place for wintering 
bees than a good, dry .cellar. It woulS 
be better if tho cellar wore furnished 
with pure air through a six-inch tube 
extending two or three roils from the 
cellar, and several foot below the sur- 
face of the ground. By admitting tho 
air in this manner, it ^yould bo wanned 
somewhat before entering the cellar. 
The impure air can be removed from 
the collar by running' a pipe to within a 
few inches of the collar bottom, and 
connecting the upper end with tho 
kitchen, stove-pipe. A part of tho cel- 
lar should be partitioned oil' separately 
for the bees, so that they may remain 
in perfect darkness, and 
bo undis- 


turbed. 


During tho "January thaw" it will, 


perhaps, bo advisable to carry the bees 
out ol doors and allow them to 11}-, 
when they should bo returned tu the 
cellar and loft undisturbed until the 
sol't maples are in blossom. 
Some of 


our best apiarists, however, do not re- 
move their bees i'rom Hie cellar during 
the whole winter. — Cor. Jiurat New 
Yorkrr.

^3n the late is.^ic o: the f'rocirio/ier, 
England, there i.s a very fuuny account 
of a man's attempt to leach a calf iiow 
to drink. 
There is a fine description of 


the approach to the caif, with his great 
stupid eyes in full anrize. 
Tho 'man 


straddles him ami attempts to push hid 
head down into the milk, when the 
calf rises in his wonderment and carries 
the man across thestable, and lands him 
head foremost in the milk-pail. 
Then 


come the proverbial allidavits of strong 
language, a pounding of the calf over 
the head with the empty pail, and the 
determination to let the bloody boast 
starve to death; all going to prove that 
calves of the old country have the same 
calf nature that they have 
in this 


country, which is, perhaps, no great 
wonder after all, as the, trouble here so 
graphically described, does not really 
come from tho calf, but from the ignor- 
ance and stupidity of the yauus 7iuino 
that has, as some, ono s:t3Ts, a vast 
amount of human nature in it wherever 
ho :s found. 


In teaching calves to drink there is a 


right way as well as a wrong way to go 
about it, and the chances are a hun- 
dred to one that the man who never 
learned tho business will have as much 
trouble in his first efforts as ho would 
in trying to steer a setting hen. 


In the first place, the calf should be 


made to fast until his appetite is quite 
sharp. 
Ho should then be handled by 


two persons instead of one, unless the 
ono has had a groat deal of experience. 
If one holds his body still the other can 
readily manipulate his head, and as soon 
as he gets a good taste of the milk his 
wits seem lo come about him, and a lit- 
tlo coaxing will do the rest; but, of all 
things, have a little patience with him. 


In the large breeding establishments 


that are now scattered all over the 
coimtry, it is tho universal practice to 
teach the calves to drink, for no other 
purpose than to save time ami trouble 
in handling them. 
Ono man can read- 


ily feed a dozen or more calves, while 
it would almost demoralize a stable of 
cows to turn all these half crazy young 
tilings into tho cows to suck. 
Tho 


worst calves to leach are not the lively 
nnd obstreperous ones, such as the 
above description alludes to, but tho 
dull, stupid ones, that seem to have no 
ideas in their heads at all. 
~\Vc have 


been bothered for days with such a 
bruts, and it is only the last pangs of 
starvation that seems to quicken their 
wils. There is certainly a material dif- 
ference between a scrub calf and a 
thoroughbred — the latter learning, as a 
rule, without any hesitation. 
This 


probably comes from long association 
of the ancestors with human beings, 
making them more apt in understand- 
ing what is needed, or possibly in not 
being so frightened at a man's presence 
and in that way losing their wits. — 
^American Dairyman. 


'What is Cr'ticl'ty to a Out? 


The trial of Hugh Devlin for cruelty 


to a cat called forth interesting medical 
testimony at Providence recently. Dev- 
lin had confessed that, having been an- 
noyed by a huge tom-cat, he had 
chu«kcd it alive under the ground, not 
wantonly, but because ho thought it 
was the surest and meat merciful way 
to take tho animal's nine lives. Tho 
agent of the Humane Society contended 
that Devlin had done a cruel, wanton 
deed, but physicians testified for tho de- 
fense that death by suffocation tinder 
ground was for any animal as easy and 
painless as dcath"by drowning. The 
popular horror of being buried alivo 
had its origin, not in experience, but 
in the imagination, which pictured such 
a fate as terrible. 
Whatever Devlin's 


intent, he had caused the cat no more 
death agony than if he had followed the 
orthodox method and drowned it. Pos- 
sibly, said one physician, the cat lived 
longer by three respirations than it 
would have done under water. 
Devlin 


was found not guilty of cruelty to a cat.

have anything to do with steam boilers. 
Tho boiler consists of two horizontal 
mud drums, and one steam drum, the 
steam 
and 
water compartments aud 


mud drums being connected by a num- 
ber of heating tubes. There is u fire 
bridge wall dividing tho interior of the 
briek work into two compartments, and 
compelling the gases of. combustion to 
take a course from the lire box upwards 
over tho bridge wall, and downwards in 
the rear compartments, escaping through 
a smoke box into the chimney. The mud 
drums, heating tubes, aud tho lower hr.lC 
of tho steam and water drums are filled 
with, water, which arrangement enables

boilers. Tho heating tubes aro from two 
to three inch boiler Hues, from three to 
sixteen feet long, arranged in two or 
three rows, expanded in tho mud and 
water-drums. The masonry consists of 
plain brick walls lined iu tho inner sides 
with fire brick. The mud-drums and 
steam-drums are provided with lar( 
man-holes, which admit of ready exami- 
nation of tho whole interior of the boiler 
and easy cleaning aud removal of sedi. 
ment." Such is a brief description of the 
new boiler.
